During  his  stay  in  Seattle,  Mr.  Lam- 
kin  will  givo  threo  addresses.  On  Tues¬ 
day,  July  5,  he  will  address  the  gener¬ 
al  session  of  the  organization  on  tho 
subject,  “The  Teacher  and  tho  Com¬ 
munity..”  At  a  meeting  of  the  state 
associtjtion  secretaries  he  wil  speak 
upon,  “The  Relations  of  the  National 
and  State  Associations.” 

At  different  times  during  tho  conven¬ 
tion  twenty-five  prominent  educators 
wil  give  ten-minute  radio  talks  and  Mr. 
Lamkin  is  scheduled  to  speak  in  this 
series  on  tho  subject  "America’s  Debt 
to  the  Teacher.” 

§  According  to  the  past  custom  of  the 
Association  of  alternating  the  presiden¬ 
cy  between  the  sexes,  a  woman  will 
probably  be  elected  president  this  year. 
Following  tho  election  Mr.  Lamkin,  in 
behalf  of  tho  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Tonchors  Association,  will  extend  an 
invitation  to  tho  new  president  to

year  Mr.  Lamkin  was  defeated  for  tho 
presidency  by  a  small  margin  despite 
his  refusal  to  permit  a  pre-election  cam¬ 
paign.

An  assombly  Boating  arrangement, 
whereby  students  will  bo  grouped  ac¬ 
cording  to  classes,  lias  been  announced 
by  tho  Student  Council.  At  all  re¬ 
maining  assemblies  this  summer  the 
soniors  will  occupy  the  first  nine  rows 
of  the  centor  section,  the  juniors  will 
occupy  rows  niuo  to  twenty  of  tho  cen¬ 
tor  section  and  tho  back  rows  of  the 
west  section.

Several  changes  in  the  curricula  for 
tho  elementary  certificate,  the  life  cer¬ 
tificate,  and  for  the  Bachelor  ef  Sci¬ 
cnco  in  Education,  wore  adopted  by  the 
faculty  this  wcok  to  bo  included  in 
tho  now  catalog  to  bo  published  soon. 

Chief  among  these  changes  for  tho 
degree  course  is  the  digerentintion  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  specialized  training 
within  the  field  of  education.  In  the 
future  persona  preparing  to  teach  in 
high  schools  will  take  special  work  as 
will  persons  preparing  to  teach  in  the 
olomontnry  schools  and  the  diploma  will 
differentiate  between  the  two. 

Another  important  chango  is  the 
choice  given  a  student  to  take  three 
minora  of  fifteen  hours  oach  in  liou  of 
a  major  and  a  minor.  The  fields  in 
which  tho  minors  are  taken  must  be 
approved  by  tho  chairmen  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  education  and  the  courses 
in  tho  minors  approved  by  the  chair¬ 
men  of  tho  departments  in  which  the 
minors  are  taken. 

The  foreign  language  requirement  has 
boon  somowhat  altered  so  students  ma¬ 
joring  in  agriculture,  commerce,  home 
economies,  industrial  arts,  music,  phys¬ 
ical  education  and  supervision  will  no 
longer  bo  required  to  take  any.  How¬ 
ever,  students  majoring  in  the  aca¬ 
demic  subjects  of  biology,  English,  fine 
arts,  foreign  languages,  mathematics, 
physical  sciences  and  social  sciences 
will  bo  required  to  take  seven  and  a 
half  hours. 

Somo  minor  changes  havo  also  been 
made  in  the  necessary  hours  for  major 
and  minors  in  the  different  subjects. 
They  havo  also  boon  some  changes  in 
tlio  physical  education  requirements. 

Some  cliangos  of  curricula  for  the 
thirty  and  tho  sixty-hour  certificates 
havo  also  been  made  to  conform  with 
tho  now  requirements  of  Stato  Super 
intendent  Lee  and  the  Stato  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education.

Beginning  with  tho  fall  term  this 
year  the  Collego  will  havo  a  full-time 
medical  officer  available  at  all  times 
to  student  body.  Last  woek  President 
Lnmkin  announced  that  Dr.  H.  J.  Green 
of  Omaha  had  been  olected  to  this 
position  and  that  ho  would  bo  actively 
Identified  with  tho  physical  education 
department  as  well  aB  a  consulting  and 
examining  physician  for  the  student 
body.  Dr.  Green  has  had  twolvo  years 
of  experience  in  school  work  and  is  a 
graduate  with  this  year’s  class  from  the 
School  of  Medicine  of  tho  University 
of  Nebraska  at  Omaha. 

Dr.  Green  will  havo  charge  of  physi¬ 
cal  examinations  for  College  students, 
and  in  addition  ho  will  toaeh  a  num¬ 
ber  of  courses  in  the  physical  educa¬ 
tion  department.  Ho  haB  made  that 
typo  of  work  his  specialty  while  in 
medical  school,  and  ho  comes  to  the 
Collego  highly  recommended  by  men 
of  both  tho  medical  and  teaching  pro¬ 
fession. 

Training  to  Be  Required. 

Tho  announcement  of  tho  employment 
of  Dr.  Green  as  tho  College  physician 
was  accompanied  by  an  administrative 
Tuling  regarding  physical  education, 
conforming  with  a  conforenco  agree¬ 
ment  for  tho  futuro  and  in  accordance 
with  a  regulation  of  tho  Btate  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools.  Students  of  the 
school  will  bo  requided  to  follow  nil  or¬ 
ganized  program  of  physical  train¬ 
ing  during  tlicir  first  two  years  at 
tho  Colloge,  beginning  this  fall.  Glas¬ 
ses  will  be  given  in  several  lines  of 
activity  on  this  program,  and  every 
man  and  woman  enrolled  in  tho  school 
will  take  part. 

Much  of  tho  work  in  this*'physical 
oxerciso  program  will  bo  in  tlio  lino 
of  corrective  gymnastics.  Dr.  Green 
will  havo  charge  of  this  work.  - 
Tho  Collego  physician  is  a  graduato 
of  Midland  Colloge,  Atchison,  Kan., 
and  has  taken  graduato  work  in  five 
universities:  the  University  of  Kansas, 
Columbia  University,  Now  York,  Har¬ 
vard  University,  Oinnhn  University, 
and  tbo  University  of  oNbraskn. 

At  Two  Other  State  Schools. 

He  has  served  as  oithor  principal  or 
director  of  physical  education  in  five 
schools  and  school  systems,  and  he  has 
boon  connected  with  two  of  Missouri’s 
Stato  Teachers  Colleges.  Hlio  spent 
two  summer  qunrtors  and  one  academic 
year  at  tho  Warrensburg  State  Teach¬ 
ers  College,  and  last  summer  ho  was 
head  of  tho  department  of  physical  ed¬ 
ucation  at  tho  Northeast  Missouri 
State  Teachors  Collego  at  Kirksville.

The  College  farm,  undor  tho  direction 
of  Mr.  Kinnaird,  has  about  ninety 
acres  in  cultivated  crops  this  summer. 
Forty  acres  are  in  corn,  thirty-five 
acres  are  in  oats,  and  about  fifteen 
acres  are  in  alfalfa,  iu  addition  to  the 
meadow  land.  A  portion  of  the  oats 
were  sown  before  the  wst  spell  in  the 
spring  and  this  erop  looks  quite  prom¬ 
ising.  Tbe  corn  shows  a  poor  stand 
due.  to  the  soil  conditions  at  planting 
that  but  most  of  the  missing  coru  baa 
been  replanted.

"We  will  never  bring  disgrace  to  this,  our  College,  by  any  act  of  coward¬ 
ice  or  dishonesty.  We  will  fight  for  the  ideals  and  sacred  things  of  the 
College.  We  will  revere  and  obey  the  College  laws  and  do  our  best_to  in¬ 
cite  a  like  respect  and  revorence  in  others.  We  will  transmit  this  College 
to  those  who  come  after  us,  greater,  better  and  more  beatiful  than  it  was 
transmitted  to  us.” 


CAUSES  OF  THINKING 

Colleges  and  universities  seeking  to  cut  down  the  number  of 
student  failures  must  first  classify  those  students  who  really  seek 
an  education  and  those  who  "merely  want  to  go  to  college,”  H. 
Glickman,  assistant  dean  of  the  college  of  letters  and  science  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  said  recently  in  a  talk. 

Principal  causes  of  scholastic  failures,  according  to  Professor 

Glicksman  are  : 

\ 

Outside  work,  poor  health,  mental  disquiet;  extra-curricular 
activities,  social  diversions  and  the  lure  of  college  life  in  general, 
noisy  surroundings  and  undesirable  associates,  inadequate. methods 
of  study,  meager  natural  endowments  and  plain  indifference  and 
neglect. 

“There  are  no  two  failing  students  in  whom  these  various 
causes  operate  in  the  same  combination,”  he'  said.  “In  educational 
science;  as  in  the  other  sciences,  we  need  to  draw  farther  away  from 
the  once  popular  doctrine  that  disorders  are  chargable  to  single  and 
separate  causes.” 

The  speaker  urged  more  intimate  contact  between  teachers 
and  officials  on  the  one,  hand  and  students  on  the  other  as  a  help 
“to  detect  causes  of  undergraduate  failures,”  and  said  that  “it  may 
help  us  to  find  and  apply  remedies.”  - 

“We  need  more  and  more  to  determine  what  students  have 
come  for  an  education  and  what  students  have  come  merely  to  ‘go  to 
college.’  If  a  freshman  is  found  to  have  the  enthusiasm,  perception  a. 
'  and  industry  with  which  to  thrive  and  rejoice  over  a  program,  let 
us  say,  of  English  composition,  elementary  foreign  language  medi¬ 
eval  history  and  general  chemistry,  he  is  a  hopeful  risk  and  deserves 
careful  development.  We  must,  not  be  afraid  to  say  to  a  student 
singularly  lacking  in  such  enthusiasm  and  perception  and  industry 
that  he  is  not  promising  college  material.” 


paying  the  largest  doner  to  higher  education  is  the  "sweated”  pro¬ 
fessor  and  the  most  favored  young  people  of  the  country  are  need¬ 
lessly  forced  to  accept  alms,  mostly  from  instructors.

PERTINENT  PARAGRAPHS  ON  EDUCATION 
(From  Public  Service) 

Graduates  .from  45  per  cent  of  300  colleges  are  taught  by 
full  professors  paid  less  than  the  teachers  of  grammar  school  grad¬ 
uates  in  New  York  City,  $3,250.  Only  one  college  in  thirty  pays 
instructors  as  much  as  this  city’s  maximum  for  elementary  teach¬ 
ers,  the  great  majority  of  whom  have  not  graduated  from  college, 
while  one  of  three  colleges  pays  experienced  instructors  a  maximum 
less  than  elementary  teachers’  beginning  pay,  $1500. 

High  school  classroom  teachers  in  New  York  receive  more, 
$3700,;  than  the  maximum  for  full  professors  ih  two  of  three 
colleges,  but  consider  themselves  seriously  underpaid. 

:  Two  famous  colleges  for  engineers  pay  instructors  $2200  and 

$2500  the  fifth  year  and  pay  full  professors  $3500  and  $3800  the 
fifth  year  in  that  rank.  ' 

One  of  the  best  known  colleges  for  negroes,  with  a  faculty 
mostly  white,  pays  women  full  professors  $1020  and  men  $1900. 

A  college  of  600  students,  one  of  the  most  influential  in  the 
world,  starts  its  faculty  at  $1200,  its  professors  at  $2500,  its  full 
professors  at  $3000  and  for  a  last  reach  goes  to  $4800,  which  is 
$2900  less  than  New  York  examiners  now  get  and  $9000  less  than 
examiners  seek. 

A  famous  college  for  girls  starts  instructors  at  $1200  and 
full  professors  at  $3000. 

The  best  known  Pacific  Coast  college  starts  at  $2000  and 
stops  at  $3500. 

Furnished  these  facts  H.  A.  Metz  of  N.  Y.,  former  comptroller 
and  school  trustee  and  recently  chairman  of  the  Municipal  Economy 
'  Committee,  wanted-  to  know  how  salaries  and  tuitions  have  been 
changing.  Salaries  have  changed  some  but  too  little.  Neither 
faculties  nor  presidents  nor  trustees  have  asked  for  enough. 

Of  343  colleges  90  are  charging  $100  for  a  years  tuition;  290 
under  $200;  315  under  $250;  331  under  $300;  only  12  over  $300 
and  only  9  charging  $400  or  more,  33  are  charging  less  in  pur¬ 
chasing  power  than  in  1014.  >  ■ 

If  all  colleges  of  each  group  size  were  to  raise  their  tuition 
only  half  way  to  the  highest  of -the  group  $31,000,000  more  a  year 
would  be  on  hand  for  higher  salaries  for  college  teachers, 

If,  as  recruiting  colleges  claim,  a  college  education  is  worth 
$72,000,  students  can  well  afford  higher  tuitions,  Higher  tuition, 
in  cash  or  after  earnings,  begin,  would  yield  funds  to  attract  best

It  has  boon  a  good  many  years  sinco 
Maryville  music  lovers  havo  had  an 
opportunity  to  listen  to  tho  harp  ns  a 
solo  instrument  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
they  havo  ever  had  a  more  vorsatilo 
artist  than  Mr,  Salvi  proved  to  bo.  Al¬ 
though  a  young  man  of  thirty  Salvi 
has  lived  practically  all  his  life  with  a 
harp. 

Salvi  ’a  father  was  a  celebrated  harp 


makor  of  Vonico,  and  tho  child  grew  up 
in  tlio  shadowy  roaches  of  tho  older 
Salvi ’s  shop.  Tho  boy  early  ovidoncod 
a  lovo  for  tho  instrument.  His  father 
perceiving  the  affoetion,  built  him  a 
minituro  harp,  and  whon  Salvi  was 
only  7  yoars  old  ho  was  mastering  the 
early  technique  of  tho  instrument. 

At  13,  ho  won  tho  Royal  Scholarship 
of  tho  Naples  Royal  Conservatory.  This 
insured  his  study  at  tho  Naplos  Royal 
Conservatory  for  eight  yonrs,  but  Salvi 
finished  tho  courso,  “both  of  tho  prac¬ 
tice  and  theory  of  music,”  in  five 
yoars. 

Salvi  ’a  public  enroer  in  Italy  was 
successful,  but  ho  saw  in  the  United 
States  a  land  of  musical  youth  and  am¬ 
bition.  In  1913  ho  camo  to  this  coun¬ 
try  and  bocame  a  naturalized  citizen  in 
1921. 

On  his  arrival  horo,  he  obtained  a 
position  with  a  theatre  orchestra  in 
Chicago,  but  his  unusual  talent  soon 
was  discovered  and  ho  was  engaged  as  a 
concert  artist.  Sinco  that  time,  Salvi 
has  played  more  than  400  recitals  with¬ 


out  assisting  artists,  «n  outstanding , 
rocord.
